Municipal Committee, Pathankot. 

Statement of Services for which the Decoration has been 
awarded. 

A terrific explosion took place on the morning of 24th 
February, 1958, at Pathankot when ammunition boxes were 
being unloaded from railway wagons resulting In 43 persons 
being killed and 13 Injured. A devastating fire broke out 
as a result of the explosion and threatened to envelop the 


whole town. But graver still was Lite risk of further explo- 
sion from boxes of ammunition and cylinders of oxygen 
which had been unloaded and which were completely 
surrounded by the fire. This was the situation when Shrl 
J. S. Pathania led the Fire Brigade into Lhe spreading con- 
flagration in total disregard of personal safety. He personally 
initiated the task of salvaging the boxes of live ammunition 
and other combustible material and with the assistance of 
Military Fire -Brigade Units and rescue parties he was able 
to bring the conflagration under control within a couple of 
hours. Shri Pathania displayed conspicuous gallantry and 
exceptional courage and leadership In conducting the fire 
fighting operations. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4 (f) of the 
rules governing the award of the President’* Police and Fire 
Services Medal and consequently carries with it the special 
allowance admissible to officers of the Fire Services as pro- 
vided in rule 5.

New Delhi, the 8lh December 1958 

No. 21/5/58-FC.— In supersession of the Resolution of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Information and 
Broadcasting No. 31/5/57-FC, dated the 5th November, 1957, 
Lhe following rules are notified concerning State Awards 
for Films:— 


RULES 

1. The object of the State Awards for Films is to encourage 
Lhe production of films of a high aesthetic and technical 
standard and of educational and cultural value. 

2. The following State Awards for Films have been 
instituted: 


All-India Awards 

(a) Feature Films. 

(i) President’s Gold Medal for the best film and a cash 
prize of Rs. 20,000 to its producer and Rs. 5,000 to 
its director, 

(ii) .All-India Certificate of Merit for the second best 
him and a cash prize of Rs. 10,000 to its producer 
and Rs, 2/500 to its director. 

(iii) All-India Certificate of Merit for the third best film. 

(b) Documentary Films. 

(i) Presidents Gold Medal for the best film and a cash 
prize of Rs. 4,000 to its producer and Rs. 1,000 to 
its director. 

(ii) All-India Certificate of Merit for the second best film 
and a cash prize of Rs. 2,000 to its producer and 
Rs. 500 to its director. 

(iii) All-India Certificate of Merit for the third best film. 

(c) Children's Films. 

(i) Prime Minister's Gold Medal for the best film and 
a cash prize of R», 20,000 * to its producer and 
Rs. 5,000 to its director. 

(Ii) All-India Certificate of Merit for the second best film 
and a cash prize of Rs. 10,000 to its producer and 
Rs. 2,500 to its director. 

(ill) All-India Certificate of Merit for the third best film. 

Regional Awards 

(d) President’s Silver Medal for the best feaLure film in 
each Indian language and Certificates of Merit for the two 
next besL teaiuic films in each such language.

11. All films will be subinlnetl at owner’s risk atul while 
the Government will take every reasonable care of the films 
submitted, it cannot accept responsibility for loss or damage 
to the film while in its possession. 

12. Three Regional Committees appointed by Government 
will Initially examine leaLure films entered for the Awards 
in the languages indicated below: 

(i) Regional Committee at Bombay— Hindi (Including 

Urdu and Hindustani), Marathi, Punjabi, Gujarati 
and English. 

(ii) Regional Committee at Calcutta— Bengali, Assamese 
anti Oriya. 

(iii) Regional Committee at Madras— Tamil. Tclugu, 

Kannada and Malayalam. 

13. Each Regional Committee will be composed of: 

(a) A Chairman nominated by Government. 

(b) Not more than four distinguished persons of culture, 
art or literature nominated by the Government of 
India in consultation with the State Government 
concerned with the language. (Care will he taken to 
ensure that all the languages of the region arc 
represented in the selection of these four persons) 

(<) Persons, not exceeding three, qualified to judge 

technical standard, presentation, direction and 

treatment values of films, nominated by Government 
from a panel of names representing the industry. 

14. The Regional Committees will recommend in order 
of merit a list of three fcatuie films in each language lor 
consideration by the Central Committee, 

lli. lire documentary films entered for the Awards will be 
initially examined by a Documentary Committee appointed 
by Government with a membership not exceeding five. This 
Committee will recommend in order of merit six docu- 
mentary films lor consideration by the Central Commiltcc.

21. The Regional Committees, the Dot mnentary Committee 
and the Central Committee may determine their own pro- 
ccduie for the examination of hints.
